PERENNIALS 


ALYSSUM SAXATILE — A spring flowering perennial known as Golden Tuft or Gold Dust, 
Basket of Gold or Madwort. A beautiful early rock garden plant growing about one 
foot tall and bearing bright yellow blossoms in abundance against a background of 
grayish-green foliage. Doz. 2.50 

AQUILEGIA (Columbine) — A graceful plant growing two to three feet high. The attrac- 
tive flowers produce an unusual wealth of color during the spring and early summer. 


This fine plant does best in partial shade and is valuable for cutting Doz. 2.50 
AJUGA — Creeping, ground covering plant with dark green waxy leaves, bearing spikes 
of blue flowers in the early spring. A very fast grower. Doz. 2.00 


DAY LILIES (Hemerocallis) — There are numerous varieties of Day Lilies offered for sale. 
Many of them are old varieties which we long ago discarded. Then there are numerous 
new varieties, but after trying out many of these, we believe that the list herewith will 
serve the needs of any good gardener. 

J. A. CRAWFORD — Rich yellow. 

HYPERION — Large pale yellow. 

MIKADO — Large, deep orange with bronze markings in center. 

MIXED COLORS — Our selection. 

ROYAL GOLD — Golden yellow. Each 50¢ 

DIANTHUS (Sweet William) — Single and double blossoms on long stems in colors of red, 
pink, white and variegated — fragrant and freely produced throughout the spring and 
early summer. The flowers are long lasting and splendid for cutting. Doz. 1.75 

DIANTHUS (Deltoides) — Splendid as a border plant, bearing rosy-pink blossoms in 
profusion in the spring and early summer. Doz. 1.50 

FEVERFEW — A bushy plant with lace-like foliage, bearing clusters of small chrysan- 
themum-like white flowers. Unusually lovely in flower arrangements. Dozo1:75 

HOLLYHOCK — This fine perennial is tall growing, reaching a height of from three to six 
feet. The foliage is large and the flowers of pink, red, yellow or white are produced 


along the stalk. Ideal where height and color are desired. Doz. 3.00 
JAPANESE GRASS — A small leaf evergreen border grass. Division 10¢ 
LANTANA (Bush) — Clusters of Verbena-like flowers in shades of yellow, orange, red or 

pink. A splendid shrubbery plant for sunny places. Doz. 2.50 

(Trailing) —a graceful, drooping plant with aromatic foliage and clusters of lilac or 

purplish-pink flowers. Doz. 2.50 
LYTHRUM — Very effective bedding or cut flower plant, bearing long spikes of rose pink 
flowers. Blooms all summer. Pot 75¢ 
MUSCARI — An evergreen border plant with somewhat larger and coarser leaves than 

Japanese grass, bearing small purple flowers in the early fall. Division 10¢ 
PERENNIAL PHLOX — Among the best and most popular of garden plants. (Miss Lingard, 

white; Rhinelander, claret pink; Lillian, salmon pink) varieties. Doz. 3.00 


Potted plants, Each 50¢ 
PLUMBAGO (Copensis) — Semi-dwarf, somewhat trailing and spreading plant, bearing 
clusters of delicate sky-blue flowers. Splendid for bedding. Each 25¢ and 75¢ 
RANUNCULUS (Creeping) — A creeping plant with very attractive foliage, bearing many 
tiny yellow flowers similar to roses. An ideal plant for ground covering under trees or 
in rock gardens. Doz. 2.00 
STOKESIA — This is a charming erect branched plant growing to about 15 inches, having 
grayish green foliage and bearing blue or purplish-blue flowers in heads to four inches 
across. Very desirable. Doz. 2.50 
SHASTA DAISIES — Very beautiful, long stemmed, dazzling white flowers with gold 
centers, blooming in profusion in the spring and early summer. Most satisfactory. 
Doz. 2.50; Pot 50¢ 
THRIFT (Phlox Subulata) — Used in rock gardens, borders and beds, this dwarf spreading 
plant has a mossy foliage and is covered with lovely rose-pink, or white flowers in the 


early spring. Doz. 2.50 
VINCA (Trailing) — Trailing vine with shiny evergreen leaves. Flowers are of a deep 
shade of blue. Used mainly under trees or in rock gardens. Doz. 2.00 


VIOLETS — Old fashioned sweet violets. In pots. Doz. 1.50 





HOUSE OR POT PLANTS 


AGAVE DECEPTENS — A handsome pot plant with long, stiff evergreen leaves. 75¢, 1.00 
AGLAONEMA COMMUTATUM (Var. Chinese Evergreen) — An excellent house plant hav- 
ing broad dark green foliage striped with white. This plant is a slow grower, thus being 
well adapted to pot culture. 75¢ and 1.00 
ARALIA ELEGANTISSIMA — An unusual plant, having delicate foliage shaped somewhat 


like an umbrella. The leaves are a very dark green with a reddish cast at the edge. 
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ARDISIA CRENULATA — Compact, evergreen plant with thick, dark green foliage and 
bright red berries in winter. Resembles American holly but is very dwarf in habit of 


growth. An excellent pot plant for Christmas. 1.50 and 2.50 
ARTILLERY PLANT — Lacy leaf ornamental plant used as pot plant or for rock gardens. 
Prefers shade. 50¢ and 75¢ 


ASPIDISTRA — Perennial herb of the lily family, valuable and much used as a foliage 
plant, having stiff, glossy evergreen leaves. This plant will withstand much heat, dust, 


poor soil and dim light. 2.00 and 3.50 
ASPARAGUS (Sprengeri) — Branching feathery fern for pot and window boxes. Does well 
in shade or sun. 75¢ and 1.50 


AUCUBA — An evergreen plant having large ornamental, glossy foliage of dark green 
with white spots. Splendid for pot culture, or may be planted out of doors in shady, 


sheltered places. 1.50 and 2.50 
BEGONIA — A handsome foliage plant having showy blossoms. A splendid house plant 
and well adapted for summer bedding out-of-doors. 35¢ to 1.50 


BELOPERONE (Shrimp Plant) — An unusually attractive flowering plant, suitable for pot- 
culture, also outdoor planting if protected during the winter months, having drooping 
racemes of cream and purple flowers, enclosed in rosy copper bracts. Blooms almost 


constantly. 75¢ and 1.50 
BOSTON FERN — An upright, fast growing fern with soft green fronds. Splendid for house 
culture. 75¢, 1.5072.50: and 3.00 
CHINESE EVERGREEN (Nephthytis) — Pot plant with large green, glossy leaves along and 
at the top of the stalk. 75¢, 1.00 and 1.50 
COLEUS — Brilliant variegated foliage, ornamental plant. Used as a basket or bedding 
plant, in upright or trailing varieties. 35¢, 50¢ and 1.00 
CRASSULA — A genus of succulent herbs, having fieshy, light green leaves on upright 
stems. 65¢ and 1.00 
CROTONS — Ornamental plant with highly colorful, extremely variable foliage. May be 
planted outdoors during the summer. 75¢ and 1.00 


CRYPTANTHUS — A trailing plant suitable for hanging baskets and wall brackets. The 
light green, fleshy leaves grow in the form of a rosette, somewhat resembling the ice 
plant. 75¢ and 1.00 

DIEFFENBACHIA PICTA — A tall growing plant suitable for pot-culture indoors. Leaves a 
foot or more in length, 3 to 4 inches wide, yellowish green spotted with white.

DIEFFENBACHIA RUDOLPH ROEHRS — A decorative plant with large, roundish, oblong 
golden yellow foliage. Very striking and ornamental. 1.50, 2.50 and 4.50 

DIEFFENBACHIA BRAUSEI — The foliage of this plant is similar to the other Dieffen- 
bachias, except as to color. The leaves are a light green with dark green spots.

DRACAENA GODSEFFIANA — A very attractive variety of pot plant with smooth, glossy 
green leaves irregularly dotted with white. It stands house temperatures remarkably 
well. 75¢ and 1.00 

DRACAENA MASSANGEANA -— This fine variety has leaves up to three feet long and 
four inches across. Each leaf is decorated with a broad yellow stripe down the center. 
A choice plant. 3.50 and 4.50 

DRACAENA SANDERIANA — An upright growing plant with blade-like foliage of dark, 
glossy green edged with white. The leaves grow along the stalk and drop in much the 
same manner as corn. Very ornamental. 75¢ and 1.00 

DRACAENA WARNECKII — Very similar to Dracaena Sanderiana, except that the foliage 
is much broader and longer, thus making a much larger plant. 3.50 and 4.50 


FICUS ELASTICA RUBRA (Rubber Plant) — A decorative plant with large, rounded oblong 


dark green leaves. A splendid ornamental house plant. 1.00, 2.50, 4.50 and 7.00 
FICUS PENDURATA (Fiddle Leaf Fig) —A highly decorative plant with large, thick 
rounded oblong dark green leaves shaped much like a fiddle. 7.50 and 10.00 


FITTONIA ARGYRONEURA — An unusual plant of spreading habit of growth. The foliage 
is thick, rounded and the veins of the leaves are very prominent, giving the appearance 
of fine checks on the surface. 75¢ and 1.00 

GRAND DUKE JASMINE — A tropical evergreen plant of the olive family, being best 
adapted to pot culture. An upright grower bearing fragrant white blossoms of rosette 
form 75¢ and 1.25 

GERANIUM — A large genus of herbs having showy flowers of many colors.

IVY LEAVED — A trailing variety with large trusses of lovely blossoms. 50¢, 75¢, 1.00 
ROSE SCENTED — Fragrant foliage, small clusters of lavender-blue flowers. Valuable 
for flavoring preserves and jellies. 50¢ and 1.00 

IVY — Hahn’s branching type. Deep green foliage marked with lighted mid-rib veins. Best 
of the evergreen ivies for walls and chimneys. 35¢, 50¢ and 75¢ 
MAPLE QUEEN — Similar to Hahn’s, but does not branch and trail. Suitable for pot 

culture. 2.50 and 3.50 

MARANTA KERCHOVEANA — Sometimes called prayer plant. The broad, rounded light 
green foliage of this interesting plant is heavily marked with dark green splotches. The 
leaves close at night, which is probably the reason for the name “Prayer Plant.”

PANAMIGA — A dainty house plant having metallic green leaves changing from olive- 
green to purplish bronze, crinkled and hairy. Fine lacy flowers are borne at the ends 
of the branchlets and partly cover the upper leaves. Prefers shade. 50¢ and 75¢ 

PANDANNAS — A decorative plant with pale green foliage, striped with white. Will grow 
in either sun or shade. 2.00, 3.25, 6.50 and 8.00 

PELLIONIA PULCHRA — Valuable for window boxes or hanging baskets. This plant is of 
creeping habit with ornamental foliage and variable leaves which are tinged a dull 


purplish underneath. 75¢ and 1.25 
PEPEROMIA: OBTUSIFOLIA —A fleshy, succulent plant with ornamental dark green 
foliage. 50¢, 75¢ and 1.00 


VARIEGATED — The same as Peperomia Obtusifolia except the leaves are heavily 
striped with white. 

SANDERSII — A pot plant with foliage similar to Obtusifolia, except that it is varie- 
gated, having stripes along the leaves similar to that of a watermelon. 50¢, 75¢, 1.00 


PHOENIX PALM — A graceful dwarf palm, suitable for pot culture, desirable because of 


its slow growth. Requires shade. 1.00 and 2.50 
PHILODENDRON: CORDATUM — A very popular pot plant, graceful and trailing with 
solid green leaves. 50¢, 65¢, 75¢ and 1.25 


DUBIA — This philodendron is of trailing habit and grows to best advantage when 
trained on a post. The leaves are large, but are split from the outer edge to the 
center vein, all the way around, making a very graceful plant. 

HOSTATUM — This philodendron also grows to better advantage when trained on a 
post. The leaves are very large at the base, growing to a point at the tip, more or 
less heart-shaped. One of the loveliest of the philodendrons. 

PERTUSUM — A highly distinctive plant for patio, sun parlor or shaded porch, graceful 
and of trailing habit. One of the largest leaved philodendron known. 17.50 to 45.00 

POTHUS AUREA (Devil’s lvy) — A fine pot plant with trailing variegated foliage. 
75¢, 1.00 and 1.50 
PTERIS ARGYREA (Table Fern) — A fine pot plant having a lacy green leaf with golden 
edge, sometimes called Grandmother's favorite. 50¢ and 75¢ 

HAHNI — Spike-shaped, dark green mottled leaves, growing in rosette form.

PETALANTHUS — A house plant with spiney tooth-like stem. Beautifully variegated white, 
pink and green foliage. Can be planted outside in warm weather. 75¢

spike leaves, often mottled with white. 65¢ and 1.00
